11. (Currently Amended) The home appliance as claimed in claim 1, wherein the power 
cable communication modem is a built-in type modem provided to-at an inside of the body.

(Currently Amended) The home appliance as claimed in claim 14, wherein the power 
cable communication modem is fixedly se cu^ed fixed to an outside surface of the body with 
fastening members. 

16. (Currently Amended) The home appliance as claimed in claim 14, wherein one of the 
power cable communication modem and-or the body includes a positioning boss, and the other 
efie-of the power cable communication modem mul-ot the body includes a positioning hole 
eppeake- corresponding to the positioning boss for placing receiving the positioning boss 
therein.
